Foreword 



One of the most important features of the Panama-Padlic International Exposition 
will be the great series of Congresses, Confereticea and Conventions to assemble in or 
near San Francisco during 1913. 

"The Wbdom of all ages is none too great for the world's work," said President 
McKinley in his famous address at Buffalo in September, 1901. This single salient 
sentence epitomizes the plans already formulated for the Congresses to be held under the 
auspices of the Exposition in 1915. As the material exhibits will show world progress 
on all tines, so will the Congresses gather together the experience of the ages in education, 
science, literature, industry and social service. 

The President and Directors of the Panama-Pacific International Ejipontion have 
from the first recognized the desirability of providing for a series of Congresses and Con- 
ferences that would exceed in scope and excel in character anything heretofore attempted, 
and that would stand as a monument long after the material features of the Exposition have 
been forgotten. The progress already made justifies the statement that this hope will be 
^ fully realized. 

^* This Announcement gives a list of Congresses, Conferences and Conventions that 

V iave met or will meet in or near San Francisco during the ELxposition period. For the 

g .tonvenience of all interested, the list is given in chronological order. It seems quite certain 

hat this list will be materially increased before the close of the Exposition period. Both 

ht American and the International Associations are evincing the keenest interest in par- 

tidpating in this great series of national and international gatherings. 

With the Exposition as a world forum, every conceivable line of human thought will 
have representation. Delegates will be present from practically all civilized nations. 

All planning to visit the Exposition might well take into account the dates of those 
Congresses, Conferences and Conventions in which they are especially interested. The 
exhibits will be on display throughout the Exposition period to December 4. 1915. Wth 
the exception of visiting the Ei^osilion on stated dates tb study special exhibits on such 
lines as horticulture and live stock, it would be as well to come to San Francisco in June 
■ as in November or at any other time. It, therefore, seems logical for anyone to lime his 
visit to the Ejcposilion from the standpoint of the dates of those special groupings of Con- 
gresses and Conventions in which he is especially interested. By planning to visit the 
Exposition from' the standpoint of the dates of Congresses and Conventions, it will, of 
s course, be entirely possible to study exhibits and enjoy the Exposition as a whole in con- 
nection with attending Convention programs. This will also tend to emphasize the thought 
of making the E:q)osition a special working laboratory for each particular group of Con- 
gresses and Conventions. 

It is hoped that this Announcement may be a real service to all planning to visit 
k^ the Exposition.

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THE CONGRESS PROGRAM. 

National and international Congresses on education, science, literature, mdustry aod I 
social service have, since ihe Paris Exposition of 1 889, been a leading feature of ail inter- j 
national expositions. The Panama-Pacific Internationa] Exposition is the first contem- I 
poraneous international Exposition to be held. The Panama Canal, the completion of I 
which the Elxposition celebrates, will have a marked effect in shaping the future of the , 
world's commerce. All Departments of the Exposition have so planned their work as to I 
present the best experience of the past and the best practice of today in a way that will 
forecast better things for the tomorrow of the world. In the same way the many programs 
of the Congresses, Conferences and Conventions will seek to gather together the best ] 
eq>erience of the past and the best practice of today in order to outline plans that will j 
help to soke the many problems before communities, states, nations, the world. I 

SERVICE THE CENTRAL THOUGHT 

All Expositions, in their work of arranging for Congresses, have had a central theme. 
The central thought of the Chicago Ejcposilion in its Congresses was given expression by 
the World Parliament of Religions. Tlie central thought of the St. Louis Elxposition in 
its Congresses was learning, as exemplified by the World's Congress of Arts and Science. 
The ten years since the St. Louis Exposition have been years of social, educational, economic 
and industrial unrest. Communities, states, nations, the world as a whole, have been 
groping for a solution of problems along all such lines. This is shown clearly by die 
multiplication of organizations, each seeking to solve some special problem from the local, 
state, national or world standpoint. In the sense of meeting the needs of the world, of 
giving the greatest possible help to state, national and international organizations, the 
central thought of the many Congresses, Conferences and Conventions to be held in and 
near San Francisco in I9l5 will be service. — social, educational and industrial service. 

THE "GROUPING PLAN." 

One of the most distinctive phases of the work of arranging for Congresses and 
Conventions at the Panama- Pacific International Exposition is the so-called "grouping 
plan." The teacher, the physician, the dentist, the social worker, the librarian, the worker 
on any line, could hardly afford to attend one convention in March, another in May, 
another in September and so on. Most of those interested in special lines of work belong 
not to one but to several organizations. With San Francisco so far from the centers of 
population, it seemed well to develop a plan so that related conventions might meet during 
a period extending over from one to three weeks. Under such a plan, all those interested 
m particular lines of investigation may, at the expense of but one trip to San Francisco, 
attend all related programs, thus securing the greatest amount of service in the least possible 
time at the least possible expense. Among the periods already established under the 
"grouping plan" are those concerned with education, science, history, economics, genealogy, 
social service, labor, engineering, press, insurance, dentistry, pharmacy, library, medicine 
and hygiene, nursing, gas. agriculture, conservation and forestry, live stock, etc., etc. These 
groupings are clearly indicated in the chronological list included in this announcement. 

THE ADVANCE SURVEY 

A recognized weakness at most Expositions held in the past has been that members 
of Congresses and Conferences have received no advance information in definite, organized 
form, concerning the exhibits illustrating their respective lines of interest. At the suggesbon 
of the Director of Congresses, various educational, scientific and technical' Congresses and 
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Conferencei meeting in San Francisco in 1915 will have committees of memben, in all 
cases recognized experts, make a survey of the exhibits. This survey, listing exhibits in 
which their members will be especiaUy interested, will be issued as a printed outline by 
these associations, and mailed to their members from two to four months in advance of 
the dates selected for such Congresses and Conferences. These outlines will be illustrated 
with maps showing how the various Exposition entrances may be conveniently reached 
from the hotel district and how the exhibits listed may be located on the grounds and in 
the various exhibit palaces. In many instances papers presented before various associations 
will be based in part on exhibits. Under this plan the Ejiposition is regarded as a working 
laboratory in its relation to Congresses and Conferences. In this way it is hoped that the 
Exposition, through both Congresses and exhibits, may have a definite message to all lines 
of educational, scientific and industrial thought. 



A SUMMARY 

Practically all of the national and international organizations of the world have been 
invited to hold regular or special meetings or to send delegations to San Frandsco to 
participate in the activities of the Elxposition. Up to dale, 822 Congresses, Conferences and 
Conventions have been scheduled to meet in or near San Francisco with specific dates 
named. The following will give a general idea of the diversified character of these many 
gatherings:

6 IHB OONOEESS PBOQRAM 

PREPARATION FOR CONGRESSES AND CONVENTIONS 

No Exposition ever held has made such preparation to care for Congresses and Con- 
Tcntions as has the Panama-Pacific International Ejcposition. The Ejcposition Memorial 
Auditorium at the Civic Center in San Francisco was erected to provide accommodations 
for the Elxposition series of Conventions. This building cost $1,065,000. The lot on 
which the Auditorium was erected cost the city of San Francisco $701 ,000. The build- 
ing, with ground and equipment, will cost about $2,000,000. Following the close of 
the EJq>osition on December 4th next, the Auditorium will be given to the City of San 
Francisco as a permanent memorial. The Auditorium is (our stories in height and occupies 
an entire block at the Civic Center in San Francisco, about one mile from the Exposition 
Grounds. The building has eleven main halls, seating from 400 to 1 1 ,600 each. By 
a system of movable partitions four of the large halls may be converted into fourteen smaller 
halls, to that it is possible to conduct a maximum of twenty-one Congresses and Conventions 
at the same time with from 250 to 1 1,600 people each. In addition to the twenty-one 
halls that are available when the movable partitions are in use, there are nineteen rooms 
for committee and section meetings with seating capacities of from twenty-Gve to one 
hundred and twenty-five. With the twenty-one halls and the nineteen committee and 
section rooms in use. it would be possible to accommodate a maximum of 1 8,000 people 
at one time. 

Id addition to the halls available in the Exposition Memorial Auditorium, conventions 
will also be held in Festival Hall and Congress Hall on the grounds. Congress Hall has 
been provided especially for the convenience of live stock, agricultural and horticultural 
organizations. TTie City of Oakland, just across the Bay from San Francisco, has com- 
pleted its Municipal Auditorium at a cost of about $1,000,000, which auditorium will 
be available for many of the Congresses and Conventions. The University of Cahfomia 
and Stanford University have also provided all available halls and lecture rooms for the 
convenience of educational, scientific and other learned bodies meeting at the two uni- 
versities during the Exposition period. As many as 100 Congresses and Conventions could 
be accommodated daily in and near San Francisco. 



WORLD UNIVERSITY 

The Panama-Pacific International Exposition may be considered a world university 
for 1915. The Dircctor-in-Chief, the Chiefs of Departments, the officers of the many 
Congresses might be considered members of the faculty; the Exposition, in fact, all Cali- 
fornia, a working laboratory; the world at large the student body. 
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INFORMATION 
ROUTES AND RATES 

The delegate to San Francisco will have a choice of routes that wll give [or ligbt- 
seeing and study a range never before presented in the history of expositions. Any one 

of the many rail lines leading west may be used. There is also' a route by steamship from 

Atlantic Coast ports direct to San Francisco through the Panama Canal. Tn general, the 
delegate may reach the Exposition City via Denver. Ogden and Sah Lake City (Jirect or 
via Los Angeles; via EI Paso and Los Angeles, Albuquerque direct or via Los Angeles, 
or via Spokane, Seattle, Portland, Vancouver, Victoria or Prince Rupert.

The rates quoted above cover travel by rail only. No attempt has been made to 
furnish information regarding steamship rates between San Francisco and points reached 
by steamer, on account of the fact that steamer passenger rates are based on class of 
steamer and accommodations available. Steamer rates are, however, usually somewhat 
lower than rail rates and include berth and meals while aboard ship. 

All railroad tickets are good via any direct line, returning via the same or any other 
direct line. Tickets from Chicago. St. Louis and similar territory are good via New 
Orleans, returning via the same or any other direct route. All rates apply via Los Angelec 
from eastern points. Round trip tickets going or returning via Canadian or northern lines 
through Prince Rupert, Victoria, Vancouver, Sealtle or Portland; Shasta Route (rail) or 
steamship between these points and San Francisco are as shown in list above, except that 
tickets via Prince Rupert are $1 0.00 higher than fares shown via Portland, which includes 
berth and meals on steamer Prince Rupert to Seattle. Usual stopover privileges will be 
allowed on both going and return trip. 

Tickets will be on sale to December 1st, 1915, good for ninety days from date of 
sale, except that final return limit on all tickets sold at above rates will be December 
15th. 1915. 

The sleeping car rales can readily be determined on inquiry at starting points. Two 
classes of sleeping cars are operated into San Francisco from the east, known as standard 
and tourist service. The rate in the tourist cars is one-half of the rate in the standard 
sleepers between the same points. 

Special excursion rates by both rail and water are b effect from San Francisco to 
points of interest throughout the Pacific Coast. 

PANAMA CANAL ROUTE FROM ATLANTIC 

The Panama- Pacific Line of the International Mercantile Marine Company will 
inaugurate a regular passenger service between New York and San Francisco through the 
Panama Canal, first sailing from New York May let, from< San Francisco May 22nd, and 
every three weeks thereafter, calling in either direction at either Los Angeles or San Diego. 
The twin-screw steamers "Finland" and "Kioonland," each 22,000 tons displacement, 
will maintain this service, making the trip in sixteen days. Fare first cabm, $125 and up; 
third cabin, $60. 

Arrangements have been completed with the railroads whereby round trip tickeb 
will be issued one way rail and one way steamer through the Panama Canal, basis of 
lowest lirst'class limited rail fare between the initial point and either San Francisco or 
New York, but the special advantage in buying round trip tickets wiU be that same will 
carry a ninety-day limit and be good for stopovers. 

The American-f~Iawaiian Steamship Company have equipped one of their steamers 
with passenger accommodations, for service between New York and San Francisco; fares 
first class only, from $125 up. /^-~ i

HOTEL RESERVATIONS FOR 1915 

The Exposition management hag organized an "Official Exposition Hotel Bureau," 
the services of which are rendered free. This bureau will undertake to furnish information 
regarding hotels, apartments, boarding-houses, and rooms (or individuals, parties and con- 
ventions. The Bureau will make contracts for hotel and other accommodations which may 
be desired durinc; the Exposition year. These accommodations, the most modem of any 
city in the world, will be contracted upon the basis of from one to three dollars per day 
per person, European plan, and for any date and any lenoth of time desired. Rates at a 
few of the more fashionable hotels are from $3.00 to $10.00 per day per person. European 
plan. Rates American plan are from $3.00 up per person per day. The contracting 
party will be required to give a satisfactory guarantee that the rooms will be used at the 
time stated in the contract. 

Booklets and other literature will be sent to anyone wishing information in regard to 
reservations or anything connected with a visit to the Exposition in 1915. Reservations 
at these hotels may be made by addressing "Official Exposition Hotel Bureau, Flannery 
Building, San Francisco." The traveler who has not made hotel reservations in advance 
will find Official Exposition Information Bureaus at the terminal stations in San Francisco. 
On application at any of these he will be informed of the hotels having available rooms at 
the price he desires to pay. This will enable him to avoid the annoyance, frequent in 
previous exposition cities, of traveling from crowded hotel to crowded hotel in search of 
accommodations. No charges are made For the service of the Official Exposition Informa- 
ti»n Bureaus. 



THE INSIDE INN 

The Inside Inn on the grounds will make a specially of catering to the Congresses 
and Conventions that will meet in San Francisco in 1915. Among the convention con- 
veniences will be a hall seating 1000 persons. Officers of organizations holding sessions 
in San Francisco in 1915 may contract with the Inside Inn for accommodations for their 
members at lixed rates and for agreed dates. 

The rates per day (European plan) at the Inside Inn for one person in a room with 
detached bath will be $1.50, $2.00. $2.50 or $3.00; one person in a room with private 
bath will be $3.00. $3.50, $4.00 or $5.00. For two or more persons in a room the 
rate will be $1 .00 for each additional person. In addition to the charge for rooms a charge 
of 50 cenU will be made for each adult guest and 25 cents for each child between the 
ages of five and twelve years for daily admission to the grounds. This is the only charge 
that is niade, the guest at the Inside Inn having the privilege of entering and leaving the 
grounds as many times each day as he desires without extra charge for admission. 

The dining service and cuisine will be of the highest character. Single meals will 
be served as follows: Breakfast, 75 cents; luncheon. $1.00; dinner, $1.50. Meals also 
will be served a la carte in the cafe. 

The Inside Inn, being within the Exposition grounds, will be subject to the Rules 
and Regulations of the Exposition, and no abuses, overcharges, nor anything offensive to 
the moral sense or good taste, will be permitted. For reservations or information address

San Francisco offers a cool coast summer climate with no rain; a winter climate 
vrithout snow, ice or blizzard. The following are a few facts gleaned from Bulletin 44 



"The Climate of San Francisco," prepared by Profescor A. G. McAdie of the United 
States Weather Bureau, and published by the United States Department of Agriculture: 
The annual mean temperature of San Francisco it 56 degrees Fahrenheit. September 
is the warmest, and January the coldest month. The mean temperature of September is 
59.1 degrees, and of January 49.2. In the last twenty years there have been only twenty- 
seven days during which the temperature exceeded ninety degrees, and in the same period 
it has not fallen below 32 degrees, the freezing point. Tbe differences between day and 
night temperatures are small. The warmest hour, 2 p. ra., has a mean temperature of 
59.2, and the coolest hour, 6 a. m., has a mean temperature of 50.9 degrees. 

The following shows the average number of rainy days during the months of the 
Exposition period, the data being taken from the official records covering sixty-two years: 
March. 1 1 rainy days; April, 6; May. 4; June, I ; July, 0; August, 0; S^tember. 2; 
October, 4; November. 7. Delegates should bring overcoats and wraps. From April 
to November umbrellas may safely be left at home.
